THE PUBLIC DEBT OF THE STATE. 
—In view of the fact that the ques- 
tion of the settlement of the Public 
Debt of the State is just now oneof 
paramount importance, and the con- 
ference of the Committee on_ Public 
Debt and the creditors of the State to 
be held in this city on Tharsday 
next, we deem no excuse necessary 
for making the following extracts 
upon this subject from the Report of 
Treasurer D. A. Jenkins upon the 
Public Debt Says the Treasurer :

The principal of the debt has been 
reduced during the year $600,000 by 
the delivery of that amount of bonds 
by W. J. Hawkins, President of the 
Raleigh aud Augnsta Air-Line Rail- 
road Company, (formerly of the Cha- 
tham Railroad Con.pany) in redemp- 
tion of one-half of the mortgage of 
$1,200,000, held by the State, execu- 
ted by the Chatham Railroad Com- 
pany under ordinance of Convention 


ratified of March, 1868. 
The bonds of the Company, 
($600,000) held as an exchange 


under said ordinapee, were surren- 
dered to the Company. The redemp- 
tion of the bonds and mortgage of the 
(‘company was authorized by the or- 
dinance of llth of March, 1868, and 
ehapter 11, public laws 1871-'72. 

The interest on the bonds received 
from, and surrendered to the Com- 
pany, amounting to $222,000, was 
equalized and adjusted to the Ist of 
June, 1874, and the interest statement 
is reduced $233,944.50, adding inter- 
est surrendered with said bonds to 
the Ist of October. 


Suits against the State. 


It will be remembered that a con- 
siderable amount of money, in all 
$240,035.77, collected under the ‘‘spe- 
cial tax’”’ acts, remained in the Treas- 
ury after the General Assembly or- 
dered the Treasurer to discontinue 
payment of interest on ‘‘special tax’’ 
bonds. This money, by order of the 
General Assembly, was used for gen- 
eral purposes. 

A suit returnable tothe November 
term, 1873, of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court for the Eastern District of 
Noth Carolina, was instituted by one 
Alfred Self, for himself and other 
holders of those bonds, praying that 
I be enjoined from paying out mo- 
neys from the Treasury, until the 
special tax fund should be replaced. 
Able counsel were employed on my 
behalf to resist this action, which, if 
successful, would have stopped the 
wheels of the State Government. It 
came up for final hearing at the last 
June term of the Court before their 
Honors, Chief Justice Waite, and 
Judge Hugh L. Bond, when, after 
argument, the suit was dismissed, 

A suit to compel by mandamus the 
Auditor to include the special taxes 
in his levies was bronght in the Su- 
perior Court of Wake, atits Spring 
term, 1874, A. Belmont, for himself 
and other holders of *‘special tax’’ 
bonds, being plaintiff. Motion has 
been made to transfer this suit into 
the United States Circuit Court, affi- 
davit having been made, in accor- 
dance with the Act of Congress of 
IS67 that justice cannot be had in 
the State Court by reason of 
‘“prejndiee or influence.” 

application is resisted on the 
ground that the Federal Court has 
not original jurisdiction ts grant 


' writs of mandamus, and therefore, 


cannot gain such jurisdiction by 
transfer under said Aet of Congress, 
This question is still uneecided. 

A suit for mandamus has been in- 
stituted against the Auditor and my- 
self by one H. P. C. Wilson, to com- 
pel the payment of about $5,000 of 
coupons of old bonds. The taintiff 
contends that asthe act of 1858, enti- 
tled “An Act to provide for the pay- 
ment of the interest on the lawful 
debt of the State,’’ has not been for- 
mally repealed, I am compelled to 
continue the payment of coupons out 
of moneys in the Treasury not spe- 
cially devoted to, other objects. In- 
asinuch as the revenue actssince 1868 
contain no clavse directing the taxes 
to be raised for paying interest on the 

ublie debt, I have considerd myself 
impliedly forbidden to make further 
payinents in this regard. Toset this 
inatter at rest, certainly with regard 
to all coupons except those in suit, I 
recommend that the aforesaid act be 
immediately repeaied. 

If the Belmont suit is decided 
against the State, the payment of in- 
terest on the ‘‘special tax’’ bonds, at 
least to the amount of the special tax 
levies, cannot be ayoided

Stock of the State in the North Caro- 
lina Railroad Company. 
The Circuit Court of the United 


States atits June Term, 1874. in the 


case of Swazey and others vs. the 
North Carolina Railroad Company 
and others, decreed the sale of a suf- 

cient amount of the stock of this 
company to pay the interest due on 
the bonds issued by the State for that 
company. The operation of the de- 
cree was postponed until April nexé, 
in order that the General Assembly 
might consider the matter. Appeal 
has been taken to the Supreme Court 
of the United States by the North 
Carolina Railroad Company. The 
amouut of accrued interest unpaid 
on the bonds issued for this Coimpa- 
ny could not be ascertained in time 
to be stated in this report, as pay- 
ments are being made from «uy to 
day, by the Receiver, and the books 
of the Commissioner, as to the 
amount of coupons to any particular 
date, are not closed.

NOON DISPATCHES. 


FROM ALABAMA. 


The Work of the Investigation Com- 
mittee—Not Much Information Ub- 
taaned to Republicanism. 
LIvINasToNn, SuMPTER COUNTY, 

Ava., January 9.—Messrs. Albright 

and Buckner, of the Alabama Inves- 

tigating Committee, yesterday con- 
cluded their four days investigation 
at this place. Many wi'tnesses were 
examined, and the killingof Billings 
and Ivey, and the whipping of the 
negro Neilson Doyle proved that “no 
f’’ connecting those acts with 
political motives. It was proven 
that the Forkeland riot origninated 
in the strife between the negroes res- 
pecting the distribution of the Gov- 
ernment bacon, and the attempts to 
quell a disturbance resulted in a 
combination of the negroes against 
the whites, and an attack by the for- 
mer, who subsequently transferred 
the operations to the adjacent Bel- 
mont neighborhood, across the river 
and in this country, where the armed 
demonstration was suppressed by the 
civil authorities without bloodshed. 

Reported outrages in Choctaw proved 

to be mere inventions. It was proven 

that in this county, the United States 
authorities made arrests, seized 
houses and carried away private pro- 

es without warrant, and that the 


same authorities took possession of 


the county jail. 

A colo Democrat was arrested 
without warrant and imprisoned,and 
was subsequently discharged without 
examination, and while he was im- 
prisoned the military guard threaten- 
ed to shoct him if he did not furnish 
information which he could not give. 
It was proved that Bob Reid declared 
he would carry Sumpter county or 
rid, chin deep in blood in refutation 
of the charges of intimidation of Re- 
publican voters. It was also proved 
that in the last election the Republi- 
can vote of this county was increased 
33 per cent overthe Grant vote in 
187, This wassustained by the ofti- 
cial returns. 


New YORK, January 9.—Babeock 
& Co., grocers, have failed. 
or Wyckham presides Mon- 
day night at the Louisiana Indigna- 
tion monstration. Both parties 
are getting up catils. The Counter 
document as follows: ‘“‘We, the 
undersigned, recollecting how the 
rebellion was inaugurated, and the 
country forced into a war by the fail- 
ure of the government to protect its 
forts and officers, hereby testify our 
proval of the prompt action of the 
government in the late case of the 
Legislature of Louisiana.”’ 
According to the Hera/d’s Wasi- 
ington special, Secretaries Fish and 
Bristow and the Postmaster Gereral, 
stated, in an interview yesterday, 
that they were not consulted with re- 
ference to, vor did they see the dis- 
patches sent to Sheridan by Belknap, 
saying the President and all the Cabi- 
net approved of bis proceedings. 


The Coid Weather in th: West. 

CHICAGO,January 9.—The weather 
turned suddenly cold during a snow 
from the West. Dispatches from the 
North west report extreme cold weath- 
er with a heavy snow. At. Desmo- 
ines the thermometer fell from eight 
above to twenty-eight degrees below 
zero, the coldest for many years, with 
drifting snow. 

CINCINNATI, January 9.—The 
Louisiana Committee here leave for 
Washington to-night. 

St. Louis, January 9.—The ther- 
mometer at 4 o’clock stood thirty- 
one degrees above zero and 7 0’clock 
five degrees below zero. 


MIDNIGHT DISPATCHES. 


A Bill in the Virginia Legislature 
Calling Upon the Legisiatures of the 
Different states to Consult as to 
What is Best to doin Reference tuo 
the Late Louisiua Outrage. 

RICHMOND, January 9th.—The fol- 
lowing resolutions were introduced 
in the State Senate to-day : 

‘“* Resolved by the General Assembly 
Bn the Commonwealth of Virginia, 

at the Governors of the States com 
posing the United States of America 

, and they are hereby earnestly re- 
quested to convene as soon as practi- 
cable the Legislatures of their respec- 
tive States in order that the States 
— consult together and advise with 
each other respecting the late inter- 
ference of thearmy of the United 
States with the Legislature of the 
State of Louisiana. and determine 
sumultaneously and promptly what 
is necessary to be done to defend and 

reserve the independence and au- 
hority of the States.”’ 

solved, That the Governor of 
this Commonwealth be, and he is 
hereby requested forthwith to tele- 
graph these resoluticns to the Gover- 
nors of the several States and request 
immediate replies.’’ 

An animated and prolonged dis- 
cussion ensued, in whicl: the spirit 
of moderation predominated, leaving 
the Senators opposed to Virginia tak- 
ing the initiatery movement as a 
State in this grave matter. It was 
the general opjnion, however, that 
Virginia should give an expression 
of sentiment through her Legislature 
ina form of protest against the ac- 
tion of the general government in re- 
lation to Louisiana, and an appeal to 
the American people for redress, and 
also to express the deep and lasting 
sympathy of the peopie of Virginia 
with the people of their sister State 
of Louisiana. At tl:e conclusion of 
the discussion, the whole matter was 
laid over and made a special order 
for Tuesday at 1 o’clock.

I have the honor to submit the fol- 
lowing brief report of affairs 2s they 
occurred here in the organization of 
the State Legislative, on January 4, 
IW75. Lwas not in command of this 
military department until 9 o'clock 
at night on the 4th inst.. but T fully 
endorse and am willing to be respon- 
sible forthe act of the military as 
eonservators of the public peace upon 
that day. During the few days In 
which I was in the city, prior to the 
4ih of January, the general topic of 
eonversation was the scenes of blood- 
shed that were liable to oceur on that 
day, and I repeatedly heard threats 
of the assassination of the Governor 
and regrets expressed that he was 
not killed on the 14th of Deeember 
last, also threats of the assassination 
of Republican members of the Tiouse 
in order to secure the election of a 
Demoeratic Speaker. I also knew of 
the kidnapping by the banditti .of 
Mr. Cousinier, one of the members 
elect of the Legislature. 

In order to preserve the peace and 
to make the State house safe for the 
peaceable assembling of the Legisla- 
ture, General Emory, upon the re- 
quisition of the Governor, stationed 
troops in the vicinity of the build- 
ing. Owing to these precautions the 
Legislature assembled in the State 
house without any disturbance of the 

ublic peace. At 12 o’clock] Wm. 

"igers, the clerk of the last House 
of Representatives, proceeded to call 
the rollas aecording to law he was: 
empowered to do ; one hundred and 
two legally returned members an- 
swered to their names. Of this 
number fifty-two were Republicans 
and fifty Democrats. Befpre enter- 
ing the House Mr. L. A. Wiltz had 

been selected, in caucus, as the Dem- 
oeratie nominee for Speaker and Mr. 

Michael Hahn as the Republican 

nominee. Vigers had not yet finish- 
ed announcing the resuit, when one 
of the members, Mr. Billican, of La- 

fourche, nominated Mr. Wiltz for 

temporary Speaker. Vigers prompt- 

ly declared the motion out of order 
at that time, when som-z one put the 
question, and amid the cheers of the 
Demoeratie side of the House Mr. 

Wiltz dashed on to the rostrum, 
pushed aside Mr. Vigers and seized 
the Speaker’s' chair and gavel and 
declared himself Speaker. 

A protest against this arbitrary and 
unlawful proceeding was promptly 
made by the members of tlie majority, 
but Wiltz paid no attention to these 
protests, and upon a motion from 
some one on the Democratie side of 
the House, he declared one Trezevant 
nominated and eleeted Clerk of the 
House. Mr. Trezevant at oncesprang 
forward and evccupied the Clerk’s 
chair under the wildest confusion 
over the whole House. 

Wiliz then again, on another no- 
mination from the Democratic side 
of the House, declared one Floord 
elected Sergeant-at-Arims, and or- 
dered that a certain number of assis- 
tants be appomited. Instantly, a large 
ofimen throughout the hail 
who liad been admitted on various 
pretexts, sneb as reporters aud mem 
bers, friends and spectators, turned 
down the lapels of their coats upon 
Which were pinned blue ribbon 
tadgves on which were printed in gold 
ictters, the words ‘Assistant Ser- 
veaunt-at-Arms,’’? and the Assembly 
was in the possession of the minority, 
and the White League of Louisiana 
had made good its threats of seizing

ee 


Sergeant-at-Arms being well known 
as captains of White League com- 
panies in this city. Notwithstanding 
the suddenness of this movement, the 
leading Republican members had 
not fai'ed to protest again and again 
avainst this revolutionary action of 
the minority, but all to no purpose, 
and many of the Republicans rose 
and left the House in a body together | 
with the Clerk, Mr. Vigers, who car- 
ried with him the original roli of the 
House, as returned by the Secretary 
of the State. The excitement was 
now very great. 

The acting Speaker directed the 
Sergeat-at-arms to prevent the egress 
or ingress of members or others, and 
several exciting scuffles, in which 
knives and pistols were drawn, took 
place, and for a few moments it 
seemed that bloodshed would ensue. 
At this juncture Mr. a Demo- 
cratic member from the parish of 
New Orleans, moved that the milita- 
ry power of the general government 
be invoked to preserve the peace,and 
that a committee be appointed to 
wait upon General DeTrobriand, the 
commanding officer of the United 
States troops stationed at the State 
House, and request his assistance in 
cleaning the lobby. ‘The motion was 
adopted, and a committee of flve, of 
which Mr. Dupre was made ¢chair- 
man, was sent to wait upon General 
DeTrobriand, and soon returned with 
that officer, who was accom pa‘ned by 
two of his staff officers. As Generai 
DeTrobriand walked down to the 
Speaker’s desk, loud applause burst 
from the Democratic side of the 
House. 

General Detrobriand asked the act- 
ing speaker if it was not possible for 
him to preserve order without ap- 
pealing to bim asa United States 
army officer? 

Mr. Wiltz said it was not, where- 
upon the General proceeded to the 
lobby, and addressing a few words to 
the crowd, peace was at once restored. 
On motion of Mr. Dupre, Mr Wiltz 
then in the name of the General As- 
sembly of the State of Louisiana, 
thanked General Detrobrianucd for his 
interference in behalf of law and or- 
der, and the General withdrew. 

The Republicans now general. 
ly withdrawn from the hall and 
uvited in signing a petition to the 
Governor, stating their grievances, 
and asking his aid, which petition 
was signed by fifty-two legally re- 
turned members of the House is in 
my possession, 

Iinmediately subsequent to the 
action of Mr. Wiltz in ejecting the 
Clerk of the old House, Mr. Bellieu 
moved that two gentlemen from the 
parish of De Soto, one from Urim, 
one from Bienville and one from 
Iberia, who had not been returned 
by the returning board, be sworn in 
us members, and they were acecord- 
ingly sworn in by Mr. Wiltz and 
took seats upon the floor as members 
of the House... 

A motion was now made that the 
Howse proceed with its permanent 
organization, and accordingly the 
roll was called by Mr. Trezevant, the 
acting clerk, and Wiltz was declared 
elected Speaker, and H. Trezevant 
Clerk, of the House. Acting on the 
protest made by the majority, the 
Governor uow requested the Coin- 
manding General of the Department 
to aid him in restoring order, and en- 
able the legally returned members of 


the House to proceed with its organ- 
ization aecording to law. This re- 
was reasonable and in wuccor- 
ance with law, remembering vivid- 
ly the terrible massacres that took | 


place in this city on the assembling 
of the Constitutional Convention in 


1866, at the Mechanics [nstitute, and |. 


Lelieving that the lives of the mem- 
bers of Legisiature were or would be 
endangered ‘in case an OFganiz- 
ation under ihe law was at- 
tempt d, the posse was furnished 
with the request that care should be 
taken that no member of the Legis- 
lature returned by the Returning 
Board should be ejected from the 
floor. This military posse performed 
itsduty under directions from the 
Governor of the State, and removed 
from the floor of the House those 
persons who had been illegally seated 
and who had no legal right to be 
there, whereupon the Democrats 
arose and left the House, and the re- 
maining members preceeded to effect 
an organization under the State laws. 

In all this turmoil,in which blood- 
shed was imminent, the military 
posse behaved with discretion. 

When Mr. Wiltz, the usurping 
Speaker of the House, called 
lor troops to prevent blood- 
shed they were given him. When 
the Governor of the State called for a 
posse for the same purpose and to 
euforce the law it was furnished 
also. Had this not been done, It Is 
my firm belief that scenes of blood- 
shed would have ensued.
